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The present claims do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT in that 
the matter for which the protection is sought is not clearly defined. The 
functional term "prodrug" does not enable the skilled person to determine 
which technical features are necessary to perform the stated function. A 
lack of a clarity whlthin the meaning of Article 6 PCT arises to such an 
extent as to render a meaningful search of the claims impossible. 
Consequently, the search does not include prodrugs of the compounds of 
formula I. 

It should be noted that the 20 compounds from chemcats are a selection of 
327 compounds corresponding to 885 citations in chemcats. 119 citations 
from 885 have the publication date before 2003. All the compounds 
involved may become relevant in the assessment of novelty. 

It is however not excluded that further compounds/citations are also 
published before the priority date of the present application, because 
the publication date indicated in the catalogs of chemcats represent 
always the newest version.
